Shertok  Urges  Support 
Of  New  Jewish  State 

Moshe  Shertok,  Chief  Political  Ad¬ 
visor  of  the  Jewish  Agency,  was  the 
guest  speaker  in  the  synagogue  pulpit  on 
Friday  evening,  December  5th.  A  spe¬ 
cial  Service  of  Thanksgiving  over  the 
Ehiited  Nations  decision  on  Palestine  and 
the  iniminent  establishment  of  a  Jewish 
State  was  held  in  place  of  the  originally 
scheduled  service  at  which  Dr.  Max 
Arzt  was  to  speak. 

Mr.  Shertok,  one  of  the  leading  Jew¬ 
ish  statesmen  of  our  day,  made  a  stirring 
extemporaneous  address  to  a  thoroughly 
filled  synagogue.  He  gave  some  of  the 
background  and  behind-the-scenes  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  the  United  Nations 
decision,  stressing  that  we  must  not  be 
overconfident,  remembering  always  that 
this  is  only  a  decision  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Jewish  State.  As  in  all  births, 
pain  and  anguish  will  have  to  accom¬ 
pany  this  newly  reborn  Jewish  State; 
this  therefore  is  only  natural. 

The  Palestinian  Jews,  who  realized 
as  never  before  the  overwhelming  need 
for  an  autonomous  Jewish  nation  as  a 
result  of  the  tragic  “Struma  incident”, 
are  ready  and  willing  to  give  their  lives 
to  see  that  the  United  Nations  decision 
becomes,  in  fact,  a  reality. 

However,  though  they  are  willing  to 
give  of  themselves,  not  only  for  their  own

For  the  past  decade  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  Synagogue  to  invite  col¬ 
lege  students  of  the  Congregation,  who 
will  be  home  from  school  for  the  Winter 
vacation,  to  participate  in  this  Sabbath 
Service.

Since  his  graduation  from  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Theological  Seminary,  Rabbi  Goldin 
has  served  as  a  Rabbi  in  Philadelphia, 
Professor  at  Duke  University  and  Asso¬ 
ciate  National  Director  of  the  Hillel 
Foundation. 

This  background  and  Dr.  Goldin’s 
close  connection  with  college  students 
in  religious  affairs  on  campus,  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  effect  a  most  stimulating  dis¬ 
cussion  at  the  Student  Symposium.  Tra¬ 
dition,  its  meaning  and  the  role  it  plays 
in  everyday  life  has,  for  a  long  time 
past,  been  the  source  of  much  thought 
on  the  part  of  collegians  everywhere.  . 

Dr.  Goldin  has  had  a  distinguished 
career  both  as  an  educator  and  as  a 
scholar.  He  received  his  Doctorate  at 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  and  is 
an  authority  in  the  field  of  Rabbinics  on 
which  he  has  written  extensively.

Synagogue  has  witnessed  many 
happy  occasions  —  weddings,  Bar 
Mitzvah  and  Bas  Mitzvah  celebrations, 
the  naming  of  new  babies  in  the  con¬ 
gregation,  but  never  were  tears  of  joy 
more  freely  shed  than  on  the  Friday 
evening  when  we  joined  in  thanksgiving 
prayers  for  the  decision  of  the  United 
Nations.  As  Cantor  Putterman,  his  own 
heart  filled  with  simchah,  chanted  fer¬ 
vently  the  blessing  Shehechiyonu,  many 
a  cheek  glistened  with  unashamed  tears. 

Looking  hack  upon  the  historic  event, 
the  impact  of  those  thrill-crowded  days 
is  beginning  to  take  on  clearer  meaning. 

We  realize  first  and  foremost  that 
those  of  us  who  “were  sustained  to  this 
day”  will  be  able  to  tell  our  grand¬ 
children  about  the  radio  broadcast,  on 
whose  every  syllable  we  hung  with  bated 
breath:  .  .  .  “Belgium,  yes  .  .  .  France 
.  .  .  yes  .  .  .”  and  the  solemn  declaration 
of  Dr.  Aranha:  “Yes.  .  .33.  .  .No.  .  .13.” 
In  a  very  real  sense,  at  that  instant  the 
infant  state  of  Israel  was  born.  Even 
more  thrilling,  was  re-born! 

For  our  brothers  and  sisters  rotting 
in  the  DP  camps  that  pronouncement 
read:  “Your  life-sentence  has  been  com¬ 
muted.  Your  prison  days  are  at  an  end!” 

For  our  fellow- Jews  in  the  Yishuv 
Dr.  Aranha’s  announcement  said:  “At 
long  last  your  sacrifices  have  borne 
fruit.  Go  forth  and  build.  But  now  when 
you  labor,  you  know  that  it  is  your  own 
you  are  building!” 

To  the  Arabs,  the  declaration  read: 
“Enough  of  your  nonsense  that  the  Jew-

ish  people  has  no  place  in  the  sun.  A 
few  million  Moslems  cannot  stand  in  the 
way  of  justice  because  hundreds  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  human  beings,  from  every  walk 
of  life,  communist,  socialist,  and  cap¬ 
italist;  Catholic,  Protestant  and  non¬ 
believer,  have  expressed  their  firm  belief 
that  Israel  is  a  people,  and  the  land  of 
Israel  their  homeland.” 

To  the  man  in  the  street  the  words 
which  came  from  Flushing  Meadows, 
said:  “Despair  you  not  of  mankind.  Hu¬ 
manity  fumbles  and  stumbles,  it  loses 
its  way  in  the  jungle  of  ignorance  and 
bigotry,  hut  the  voice  you  have  just 
heard,  by  courtesy  of  the  United  Na¬ 
tions,  is  the  voice  of  man’s  Conscience! 
You  will  be  hearing  that  Voice  often 
from  this  day  on!”

The  inauguration  of  the  social  season 
coincided  with  President  Truman’s  pro¬ 
nouncement  urging  us  to  conserve  food. 

We  Jews  who  are  especially  aware  of 
the  need  for  carrying  out  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  program  can  contribute  in  several 
direct  ways:  First,  we  can  limit  public 
banquets  to  a  minimum,  and  at  all  events 
introduce  some  measure  of  austerity.  It 
has  always  struck  me  as  ironic  for  a 
group  of  men  and  women  to  sit  down 
to  a  10,000-calorie  dinner  to  discuss 
what  ought  to  he  done  with  people  liv¬ 
ing  on  1,200  calories. 

Secondly,  as  individuals  we  ought  not 
to  permit  ourselves  the  luxury  of  re¬ 
splendent  dinners  for  Simochas  this  win¬ 
ter.  At  a  time  when  so  many  human 
beings  are  living  on  starvation  rations, 
and  dying  of  malnutrition,  we  Ameri¬ 
cans  are  in  danger  of  losing  our  souls 
if  we  gorge  ourselves  with  our  God-given 
abundance. 


New  Tutorial  System 

Explained  To  Parents 

Mr.  Saul  Godwin,  chairman  of  the 
School  Board  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  has  sent  a  letter  to  the  parents 
of  all  children  from  10  to  13  years  of 
age,  now  in  our  Religious  School,  ex¬ 
plaining  the  newly  instituted  3-day  week 
school. 

We  feel  that  this  explanation  is  vital 
enough  to  bear  repetition  in  toto  in  the 
Bulletin. 

“As  you  were  advised  at  the  end  of 
the  last  School  Year,  children  of  the  age 
groups  of  10,  11  and  12  are  expected 
(in  the  absence  of  any  controlling  cir¬ 
cumstances  to  the  contrary)  to  attend 
our  Religious  School  not  merely  on 
Sunday  mornings  hut  on  two  other  oc¬ 
casions  during  the  week  as  well,  each 
of  which  additional  sessions  is  of  one 
hour  duration. 

For  children  prevented  from  partici¬ 
pating  in  this  expanded  program  (either 
because  of  conflict  with  the  hours  of  their 
secular  schooling  or  because  of  distance 
from  our  Synagogue)  we  have  made  ar¬ 
rangements  for  a  tutorial  system — that 
is  to  say,  for  home  instruction  which  is 
available  to  individual  children  and  to 
small  groups  under  our  supervision. 

Though  tutorial  instruction  lacks  many 
of  the  virtues  and  opportunities  of  class¬ 
room  education,  especially  by  way  of 
social  and  group  experiences,  it  does 
make  possible  individualized  teaching. 
On  that  score  we  are  prepared  to  accept 
one  hour  of  tutorial  instruction  as  the 
academic  equivalent  of  two  hours  of 
classroom  instruction  at  our  Hebrew 
School.  Parents,  however,  should  under¬ 
stand  that  it  is  the  academic  equivalent 
only,  not  the  social  or  emotional. 

All  tutors  in  the  tutorial  system  are 
hired  by  our  Religious  School  and  tu¬ 
torial  tuition  will  be  billed  for  by  the 
Religious  School.  The  tutorial  rates  are 
$5  per  hour  for  personal  instruction  of 
one  child.  The  rate  is  $6  per  hour  for 
more  than  one  child,  which  latter  charge 
will  be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  child¬ 
ren  of  each  group. 

We  know  that  you  are  deeply  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  proper  Jewish  rearing 
of  your  child.  Will  you  not,  therefore, 
give  us  your  maximum  cooperation  in 
effecting  this  improvement  which  should 
spell  immense  enrichment  of  your 
child’s  Jewish  existence.”

Rabbi  Steinberg  Speaks 
On  Civil  Liberties 

Before  a  very  large  congregation  as¬ 
sembled  for  worship  at  the  Park  Ave¬ 
nue  Synagogue  on  Friday  evening,  No¬ 
vember  7th,  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg  set 
forth  his  ideas  on  “Congress,  Commu¬ 
nists,  and  Civil  Liberties.” 

He  warned  of  the  inroads  on  democ¬ 
racy  and  freedom  being  made  by  those 
who  have  been  elected  to  be  its  defend¬ 
ers.  The  loyalty  test  required  of  govern¬ 
ment  employees  and  the  recent  hearings 
held  by  the  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  were  his  two  examples  of  the 
evening. 

The  vague,  indefinite,  and  unpublish¬ 
ed  criteria  set  up  for  judging  the  loyalty 
of  government  employees,  even  in  di¬ 
visions  which  have  only  a  very  far  fetch¬ 
ed  effect  on  our  national  security  was  one 
of  the  points  decried  by  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg.  He  pointed  out  that  while  Com¬ 
munists  should  be  excluded  from  de¬ 
partments  immediately  concerned  with 
national  defense  and  security,  such  as 
those  dealing  with  the  atomic  bomb, 
their  exclusion  from  other  branches  of 
government  service  is  an  infringement 
upon  their  rights  as  free  American  citi¬ 
zens. 

Witch-hunt  for  Liberals? 

The  actual  number  of  Communists  in 
government  service  is  small,  well-watch¬ 
ed  and  have  for  a  long  while  past  been 
barred  from  the  most  vital  govenment 
jobs.  Then,  asks  Rabbi  Stinberg,  why  the 
sudden  fuss  about  seeking  out  those  al¬ 
ready  known?  Perhaps  Communists  are 
not  being  sought  at  all.  Indeed,  perhaps 
it  is  the  non-Communist  liberals  who  are 
being  sought  and  who  it  is  hoped  will  be 
intimidated  and  discouraged  from  en¬ 
tering  government  service. 

The  recent  hearings  involving  the  mo¬ 
tion  picture  industry  were  held  for  the 
same  purpose.  That  is,  to  discourage  any 
kind  of  liberalism  in  the  pictures  pro¬ 
duced  by  Hollywood. 

These  developments  are  serious 
enough  in  themselves  but  to  keep  them 
from  becoming  even  more  widespread, 
we  must  see  them  for  what  they  really 
stand — not  a  witch  hunt  of  Communists 
but  actually  a  witch  hunt  for  non-Com- 
munist  liberals  by  a  group  of  reaction¬ 
aries  who  hope  to  undo  the  work  of  the 
past  twelve  years.

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Eye  Witness  Account  of 
Birth  of  Jewish  State 

The  Bulletin  is  fortunate  indeed  to 
he  able  to  print  in  part  a  timely  letter 
received  by  one  of  its  staff  from  a  friend 
in  Palestine. 

“Tel-Aviv,  3:30  a.m.,  11-30-47 — Never 
before  did  it  feel  so  wonderful  to  be 
alive — I  keep  repeating  ‘Blessed  art  thou, 
0  Lord,  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  has  kept  us  in  life  and  hast  pre¬ 
served  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
time’ !  It  is  almost  morning  —  but  who 
can  sleep?  The  streets  below  are 
thronged  with  singing  and  dancing  peo¬ 
ple.  How  I  wish  you  could  be  here  with 
me  to  share  this  wonderful  dream  come 
true. 

The  day  dawned  like  all  other  days. 
Who  would  have  thought  it  would  be  the 
Sabbath  of  Sabbaths?  I  slept  late,  and 
was  angry  that  I  was  so  tired  after  the 
week  before  that  I  could  not  get  up  in 
time  to  go  to  the  Synagogue.  .  .  .  The 
afternoon  was  spent  in  a  political  dis¬ 
cussion  ...  I  was  puzzled — the  Philip¬ 
pines  —  look  how  long  they  had  waited 
for  their  independence  —  they  were 
against  us.  Greece  - — -  didn't  they  want 
the  same  thing  we  did?  Was  our  fate 
to  be  decided  by  Haiti,  or  Cuba,  or 
Colombia?  When  at  last  could  the  farm¬ 
er  Gallil,  the  Emek,  the  Negev  wake  up 
and  look  at  his  wheat  growing  on  HIS 
land?  Or  were  we  to  have  to  wait  longer 
and  longer? 

.  .  .  When  we  approached  the  Mogravi 
theatre  at  11:45 — the  newspaper  trucks 
of  the  Davar  and  Haboker,  equipped 
with  sound  tracks  were  signaling,  ‘Listen, 
attention’,  crowds  started  to  gather  in 
the  circle  —  in  a  few  minutes  it  was 
jammed  with  thousands  of  people  — - 
nearby  streets  were  packed.  They  stood 
and  waited — the  silence  was  terrific — a 
single  sigh  could  be  heard — or  a  drop 
of  a  handkerchief.  ‘HAKSHIVU  —  the 
the  vote  on  partition  is  33  to  13  in  favor!’ 
An  electric  current  started  with  one  and 
passed  through  every  one  of  us.  The  long¬ 
ing,  pent-up  for  2000  years  and  now  ful¬ 
filled,  dissolved  us  in  sobs.  Such  a  feeling 
could  come  only  once  in  a  lifetime — if 
ever.  I  can’t  describe  it.  And  me,  an 
illegal— it  had  happened  in  my  own  life¬ 
time.  The  delicious  shock  turned  to 
shouts  and  then  immediately  the  one 
voice  of  thousands  of  people  sang  HA- 
TIKVAH — and  our  flag  was  unfurled  in

comradeship  with  him  which  so  many 
of  the  members  of  the  congregation 
have  expressed. 


the  middle  of  the  circle.  For  four  hours 
the  stairs  of  the  theatre  were  jammed 
packed  as  the  people  watched  the  others 
below.  A  dozen  different  Horas  could  be 
seen — I  dropped  my  bag  and  joined  in 
— my  first  Hora  in  our  free  land.  Cars, 
buses,  trucks  —  everything  on  wheels  — 
were  immediately  filled  with  singing,  de¬ 
lirious  people.  Look  at  the  faces  —  the 
tiny  ones — dancing  and  singing — Thank 
God  they  will  have  a  decent  future — the 
old,  seamed  ones  —  if  only  Grandfather 
could  have  lived  to  this  day — I  am  cer¬ 
tain  they  are  all  repeating  the  Sheehianu 
to  themselves.  The  full  moon  showed  up 
wet  cheeks  and  brimming  eyes  —  even 
among  the  dancing  ones.  Yes,  dance  to¬ 
night  and  be  gay;  tomorrow  our  difficult 
and  dangerous  job  of  building  the  Jew¬ 
ish  State  continues. 

It  is  ironic  to  remember  that  the  same 
sound  trucks  that  brought  the  joyous 
news  were  the  ones  which  used  to  go 
through  the  streets  blaring,  ‘OTZER, 
OTZER ,  Curfew,  get  indoors  - —  anyone 
found  outdoors  is  liable  to  be  shot  on 
sight!’  It  was  unusual  to  see  a  few  tipsy 
people.  It  is  rare  indeed  to  see  a  drunken 
Jew  on  the  streets  —  and  when  they  do 
drink  - —  as  tonight  —  and  what  better 
reason  could  one  have  —  one  saw  the 
signs  which  indicated  they  didn’t  know 
how  to  drink  and  could  not  take  it! 

The  news  was  fresh  —  yet,  one  could 
hear  little  knots  of  people  discussing  the 
treatment  of  the  British.  The  public  opin¬ 
ion  seemed  unanimous.  ‘Now  they  are 
guests  in  our  land  —  and  until  they 
leave,  we  must  treat  them  well.'  I  was 
reminded  of  the  passage  in  the  Bible 
instructing  us  to  treat  well  the  stranger 
who  sojourneth  in  our  Land  because  we 
ourselves  remember  that  we  had  once 
been  strangers  in  Egypt. 

It’s  good  to  be  alive!

Rabbi  Steinberg  concluded  that  “it  is 
not  only  for  the  sake  of  today  but  for  the 
sake  of  tomorrow,  our  own,  that  of  our 
children  and  children’s  children,  that 
of  America,  that  of  all  the  world,  that 
1  summon  you  to  rally  to  what  may  well 
prove  to  be  the  first  skirmish  in  the 
great  and  ever  continuing  battle  fought 
by  all  men  of  good  will,  of  all  genera¬ 
tions  and  renewed  in  our  time  in  a  form 
peculiar  to  our  age,  on  behalf  of  that 
most  precious  of  human  values:  the  free¬ 
dom  of  the  human  person,  body,  mind 
and  soul.”
